BRITISH COLUMBIA—II. 


—————_——_—-

RetvENING to the subject of the present of 
Vancouver, all the attendant circumstances 
are clearly in favour of progress, not only 
material but social, yet what strikes the 
careful visitor, who is prepared to look below 
the surface, and investigate the subsoil, is 
that the population hasin all things,—speech, 
general civilisation, culture, morality, dress 
and manners—distinctly retrograded from 
the old standard. The Pacific Slope, as its 
inhabitants love to call it, haa not been for- 
tanate in its modern peopling. The first 
settlere from Europe were Spanish, who 
brought with them their Roman nmuission- 
? aries, who with the best intentions taught 
* the natives in a perfunctory manner gome of 
the simple arta; the result being that a con- 
siderable population grew up of balf-caste 
Indians of low social type. Churches 
multiplied, but the culture introduced was 
not of a high class, and little good resulted. 
Then came a wild rush on the first discovery 
of placer gold, which introduced into Cali- 
fornia the offscourings of every country 
inthe world. Till the Union Pacific Rail- 
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9 way was completed, overland communication 
: with the rest of America east of the Rocky 
4 Mountains was difficult and dangerous, and 


only those who were content to carry their 
lives in their hands dared attempt it. The 
alternatives were the sea route through the 
straits of Magellan, or the transit by 
- the rudely-constructed, and fever-stricken, 
Panama Railway. Few except the adven- 
turer who was prepared to ipa the 
roughest conditions availed themselves of 
either. .The only remaining method of 
approach was from China. These were in 
the days of the old sailing schooners, when 
inter-communication was at best slow and 
uncertain, and long before the feasibility of 
steam navigation in the Great Ocean had 
entered the miuds even of the most 
sanguine. Still, in spite of its difficulties, the 
voyage from Hongkong to San Francisco 
was really inthe Fifties the most convenient 
means of access to California, and almost 
the only .gdte by which weighty materials 
could be transported. So it bappened that 
the real builders of San Francisco were the 
Hongkong Ohinese, and many traces of 
_ their presence and influence were to be noted 
inthe vity before its partial ruin by the 
earthquake. . It was not till the opening of 
the Northern Pacific Railway and its con-

‘Tne hea! of one 
of thesa establishments, in other respects 
a worthy and well-spoken tradesman, 
expressdi hig surprise that any one shoul, 
go to thé trouble of engaging a tailor, whea 
he coulfi get hia clothes all ready made, 
and onjy requiring a little adjustment. 
The resglt is whimsical, and added to the 
monotony produced by the school system, 
where the only individuality apparent is 
that ofja little more or leas vulgarity, 
produces agatrange stereotyped result. Oue 
Vancoufperite is in fact but the duplicate of 
apothers aod there is no room left for 
emulatibn in education, in manners, in 
speech, itor in any other of the thousand 
and on@ trifles that go to make a worthy 
man ang a gentleman. All these drawbacks 
are conmmon enough elsewhere in a commer- 
cial town where there ia no constituted 
authority of Government, or Church, or 
Univertity, to lead men toa higher idea of 
life thah mere beer and akittles. It is the 
misfortfine of Vancouver that her external 
circumgtances have led in quite the contrary 
directigh. Even the Provincial Govern- 
ment isfsaid to be obnoxious to not disimilar 
influenfes, and stories of what elsewhere 
would [be described as not altogether 
remote] from corruption are ordinarily 
current It is not, in fact, too much to 
say that British Columbia needs for a time 
a strong band at the wheel ‘to steer her 
into cl@arer waters.

States. Its English proclivities were the 
boast of its inhabitants whg claimed they 
were more Mnglish that the anadian cities 
of the Bast. With the apening of the 
Canadian Pucific Railway, little change took 
place, most of the new settlers being still 
English filtered through Ogtario. On the 
opening of the line, after some hesitation the 
site of the present city of Vancouver was 
selected as the western teymious of the 
Railway; the fertile lands qbout the lower 
valley of the Fraser River also commenced 
to be occupied, and for a considerable time 
the new settlers were (either eastern 
Canadians or direct comers from the Home 
land. The natural auvantages of the 
country at once galve an impptus to émigra- 
tion, and by 1890 the | population of 
Vancouver already considerably exceeded 
twenty thousand. “ Have you a Webater’s 
Dictionary, ?'’ asked an English visitor at 
this time of one of the principal booksellers. 
The answer was characteristic :—‘‘ No Sir, 
we do not keep it.” But} meanwhile the 
centres of trade had shown, consequent on 
the opening of the Northerp Pacific group 
of railways, a tendency to mqve northwards, 
and Portland, Tacoma, anf Seattle began 
to grow, and the rich cougtry adjacent to 
be settled with people maqving from the 
south.

Lord Cromer in the House of Lords 
quite recently declared that in the present 
condition of Europe the main duty which 
devolves on the British Government is “ to 
make provision betimes for the European 
conflict which may not improbably be forced 
on us before many years have elapsed ’’—a 
danger of which he in common, he believed, 
with most people who could speak with real 
authority ou fureign affaira wae very firmly 
convinced. His Lordship did not mention 
Germany, but there was no mistaking that 
it was to Germany he wasalluding. “ It is 
neither necessary nor desirable,” he 
added “that I should slate my reason 
for holding this opinion. I will only 
say, in order to justify it, it is quite 
unnecessary {0 impugn the good faith 
of those high authorities abroad who 
constantly reiterate their peaceful inten- 
tions. Neither is it necessary to bold that 
any deliberate intentions hostile to this 
country exist. We are, however, living in 
times when the influence of individuals, 
however highly placed, is limited. When 
national interests are involved aod race 
passions are excited there is always a risk, 
and more than a risk, that a collision be- 
tween rival nations will take place, however 
pacific may be the intentions of their 


rulers.” 

There is no doubt that Lord Cromer in 
these outspoken observations voiced a sen- 
timent which is widely entertained is Eng- 
land, though his lordship could not but 
admit that ' the mase of the people 
are not so alive to the possibility of any 
such conflict taking place.” He put this 
down, however, to their ignorance of foreign 
affairs. It may he mentioned as a nole- 
worthy feature of the agitation in Kngland 
that even Socialist leaders are joining in 
the demand for the maintenance ofa two- 
Power naval standard.

It is 
worth pointing out, howeyer, that the alarm 
of the politicians in England does not seem 
to be shared by the officers of the Navy, aud

DEATH OF MR. 
JOHNSTON.

It came as a great shock to the community 
on September 39th to learnjthat Mr, L. A. M. 
Johnston, the Postmaster-General, had died at 
bis residence at the Peak of blood-poisoning. 
Only a few days ago he tyod on a nail in his 
room, but, regarding the ogcurrence as trifling. 
he paid no attention to it. ofortunately blood 
poisoning supervened, and/despite unremitting 
medical attention he supcumbed as stated. 
Deceased was a son of thp Iste Mr, William 
Johnston, of Ballykillbeg] County Down, a 
well known Irish Parliamentarian and leader of 
the Orange party, being m@mber of Parliament 
for one of the divisions of Belfast, and Mr. 
Johnston was himself Justice of the 
Peace for his nalive country. 
’ Mr. Johnston was forty-threa years of age. 
He was educated at Dublin University and 
took the B.A. degree. Joining the Civil Service 
in 1888, he came ont to tha Btraits Settlements 
as a cadet, and was attached to the Colonial 
Seoretary'’s Office, Ina the following year he was 
transferred to the Resideat Counoillor's Office 
at Penang, and a year later he waa appointed 
Magistrate and Assistant Collector of Land Re- 
venue at Sungei Ujong.| After passing his 
final examination in Malay ia 1890 he was 
attached to the General Post Offios at Singapore. 
He became assistant Postmaster-Ganeral there 
in 1295, bat in the interval he had been Assistant 
District Officer at Alor; Gajab (1902-3) and 
Assistant Official Assignee and Registrar 
of Deeds at Singapore, while co.tiouing to aot 
also as District Officer at Alor Gajah. In 1896 
he was acting Postmaster- (teaeral at Singapore, 
and in the following year ame to Hongkong on 
8 special mission concerping postal matters. 
On returning to tba Straits he went to 
Penang as Assistant Postmaater-General for a 
faw months, and then went/to Malacca as Acting 
Collector of Land Revenad, Officer in charge of 
the Treasury, and Municipal «.ommiasioner for 
Malacca. Vr. Johnston hejd these appointments 
and in additiom that of] Collector of Land 
Revenue and Registrar off Deeds at Singapore 
until September 19CO when he again became 
acting Postmaster Genegal. While on leave 
in 1902 he was appoinied to succeed the late 
Commander Hastings, RN., a3 Postmaster 
General at Hongkong. [Mr. Johnston arrived 
in the Colony in February 1903 and assumed 
daty on March Ist. Sing then Mr. Johnston 
had twice soted as Colonial Treasurer and 
while filling that posilion was ex-officio a 
member of the Executive and Legislative 
Councils.

For 
this offence she punished me by cutting off my 
left eye brow with a foreign knife.

THB TEA INDUSTRY. 

The local autherities have received instruo- 
tions from the Board of Agrioultare: and 
Commerce at Peking to exhort the mer- 
chants and _ the ple to enoourage 
the tea industry in the Kwangtang 
Province. The dispatch says that the 
importation of Indian and Japanese tea is daily 
inoreasing in Europe and America while that 
of Chinese tea has been resend J considerably.

these pirates took partin the “ Sainam” piracy. 
The Viceroy reminded the Consul that’ the 
Chinese Government had formerly received 
communications from various Foreign Consula

Whenever possible, measurements in support of 
the report should be given and the inspector 
should state where possible who, in his opinion, 
has caused the nuisance, 

The following were among tho rules: 

“Conorete of ground surfac*s— Where floors 
and yards are reasonably clean no defects to be 
reported unless (a) some portion of the ornorete 
is entirely destroyed, or (b) at leist one square 
yard is in a very defective state, or (c) the 
surface of a considerable area is in a defective 
state, or (d) there is evidence of rat runs. 

ere floors are liable to be in a filthy ocon- 
dition by reason of avy trade carried on, or 


where it is essential that they should ba maia- 


tained in good condition, such as in bakeries, all 
defects are to be reported. A brief statement 
of the nature and extent of the defects should 
however be given. 

Kitchen hoods and flaes.—No reports to be 
made regarding these except in the case of 
eating houses or other trades for which fires 
must be maintained, unless a complaint has 
been received from some neighbouring 
oocupier, 

aste pipes—Choked pipes to be dealt with 
by Sanitary Department under domestic olean- 
liness byelaws, Reports to Building Authority 
to be limited to broken pipes. 

Glazed areas—No report to be made as 
regards sashes not being glaz:d unless (a) 
they have been boarded up or otherwise 
obstructed, or (b) the tenants complain of the 
want of glasing.

D(EPOSAL OF BEFUSE. 

A letter was received from the Government 
relative to the purchase of steam lighters for 
the disposal of city refase.

‘Vhe Mupicat Orriceg of HmALtn slated 
that measles and whoopidg cough were not 
frequently notified and h¢ did not anticipate 
they were likely to become epidemic. Conse- 
quently there did not seem to be mach ground 
for calling a special meeting of the Board to 
have these diseases included in the list, but t ey 
ought to have power to fleal with individual 
cases as they aross. They had to consider the 
protection thay had to givd to others and to the 
children themselves. Thesp two diseases accoun- 
ted for mora deaths among obildren than all 
the other infectious taken together. 
With regard to puerperal fever it was more 
infections although not frequent aod he 
thought it should ba included in tha list, 

Mr. Hooper asked if the M. O. H. could tell 
whether measles and whooping cough were more 
prevalent in Hongkong thhn in England. The 
Doctor had referred to tha practios in England 
but he would remind bim that the Local 
Government Board had nat ineladed those two 
diseases in the list of infectious digeasses to be 
notified. 

The Rectatrar GangraL thought sleeping 
sickness and yellow fever were also rare, but that 
was no reason why they should not b3 insluded 
in the list. 

The Mepicat Orricer or HFALra replied 
that he had not the figures baside him, but he 
could tall Mr. Hooper that measles and whooping 
cough were more prevalent in cold climates than 
in warm climates. With regard to Mr. Hooper's 
contention that the Looal Government Board 
bad not made the notification of measles and 
whooping cough compulsory, they had left it to 
the disoretion of the local: authorities, some of 
whom had mada it compuleory and s>me had not. 

The motion that puerperal fever be added to 
the list was carried, but the motion for the 
inclusion of measles and whooping cough was 
defeated. 

BURNING JO88 STICKS IN CBME@TBRIBS. 

On the report of the committee appointed to 
consider the cometary bye-laws being presented, 

Mr. Hooper said he dieagreed with the ms- 
jority of the members of-the committse with 
regard to clause 12, probibiting the burning of 
joes stioks in the Colonial Cemetery. It was a 
Chinese custom, and was not a part of Uhria- 
tianity. There were many cemeteries ia the 
colony where he could be buried with those 
rites and no one would mind, but if Chinese 
preferred to be buried in the Colonial Cemetery 
which recognised no racial di-tinofion nor 
creed, and among reputed Christiana whose 
relatives went to the graves to pay their 

acta. to the departed, it was not 
right that they should do so surrounded 
with customs belonging to another religion, and 
he thought they should not allow it. If the 
Board took a different view be would not go so 
far as tosay that this praction should be 
prohibited altogether. but should be restricted to 
one section. He used the term “joss stick,” and 
the only difference between the me y aod 
himself was in one word. Ho did not like 
to use the word incense stick, although that was 
the correct definition of joss stick, because the 
word incense was emp'oyed by various Chris- 
tian denominations. Whilst the Roman 
Catholics had their cemetery he would not object 
to them coming in to (He Colonial Cemetery, yet 
if that clause wore carried as framed it would 
prohibit them. The Church of England 
varied from high ritual to low ritual 
denominations and, as they knew, some of those 
uszed incense. If they need the word ‘incense” in 
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Mr. Siapm asked if there wore any reatonts 
for jinserting that clause P :

Phy COLONIAL SRORBTARY wrots as follows 
regarding this question :—‘‘I am directed to 
ingmire what opigion the Sanitary Board bold 
with regard to the miuimum area of yard in 
which the construction of oisterns may be 
perinitted by the Building Authority without 
reffranca to the Board. The Direotor of Public 
Warks is disposed to suggest an area of 60 
eqdpre feet as the minimam."’ 
he MevicaL OrriesR of Heat minated 
—Mlost back yards in the Colony are litule more 
thah ventilating shafts, and the erection of 
cisterns of reasonable size in them will not 
apfreciably d-tract from their value as such, 
Tbs yard should, however, not be obstructed to 
such a degree with cisterns and latrines as to 
leate insnfficient space for the temporarily plac- 
ing in of other things, which it may be uadesir- 
ablp to keep ia s room or kitchea, so as to leave 
no ppace for moving aboat in a yard. Sometimes 
welfiad almost the whole of a yard tsken up by 
a large tank used for trade parposes. I think 
su¢h should be permitted only specially and 
not generally, For general purposes I suggest 
that 60 equare feet be taken as a minimum 
sizid yard, and that the tank be not more than 
thepe feit square and four feet high ;: this would 
holt about 125 galions of water. The tank 
shduld have a god cover so as to pravent con- 
tarination by flashing of dirty water from 
apber floors, and ought to have an automatic 
soti-reflax iolet, so as to do away with the 
nedessity of uno.vering to fill it. The position 
of {be tank ia the yard with relation to privies, 
wahte pipes, etc., is importsat, and none shaald 
b: ‘permitted before their positions have been 
approved.

Dr. MicFARLANE reported that be bad made 
a sprvey of the place aod found that there were 
1,00) persons living in 212 huts, The general 
saditary conditions were in many cases very bad 
indped, and it would be quite useless trying to 
improve them. The walls were loose stoues, 
makiug rat raos,aod the floors were of mad. 
T APY were certainly overcrowded in many 
plapes. The village appeared to be a ee 
lodging house for cement worka and d 
codlies. As the closure was made on account of 
plague he did not think there would be any 
risk in opening them for the next five months 
so] far as plague was concerned, but he 
cofsidered that steps should be taken to 
remove this village, as it was far too close to: 
thd ordinary built-aver ares. The village type 
plan coald bs used ia its place.

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A SOLICITOR’S SUICIDE. 

A profonnd sensation was ted ia the city 
on Sept. 27th when it became known that Mr. 
Reginald Harding had taken: his life, and the 
tragic ond of the young solicitor the topic 
of mournful interest to quite ajlargd circle. Fe 
had not been seen much of laté but do one would 
have thought that he was jikely, to commit 


suicide. te had no financial di Itles. As 
a matter of fact he is stated to have had several 
thousand Rounds bequeathed to him quite 
recently and whatever troubles he may have had 


they were not apparent to his/frienda 

The circumstances are simple. Deceased had 
been living in the Connaugh{ House Hotel for 
some little time and had kept rather olosely to 
his room of late. Yesterday ‘morning at half- 
past seven the report ofa pistol wae Waar’ and 
when the manager and others rushed to bis room 
ey ane Mr. Harding lying on a rattan chair 
on the verandah with a bullet} ound in his right 
temple and a smoking pigtol at his side. 
The bullet bad passed right through the 
head acd was found on the floor, A 
gianoa Was gnfiicient to show that he was dead 
and when the medical men arrived later they 
stated that death must bave been instantaneous. 
The body, which was partly dressed, was removed 
to the mortuary. 

tis known that prior to his death a woman 
was in his room, as it wag her shrieks followiug 
the pistol shot, which told that something of 
an unusually serious import had occurred. She 
was at first qui'e hysterical but was afterwards 
quietened. One report suggested that deceased 
had been privately married at Canton bat of 
that there is no confirmation. 

The weapon which Mr. Herding used against 
himself wasa Browning automatic revolver. 
On the table in his room was found a letter 
addressed {o the Registrar of the Supreme 
Court. 

Deceased, who was about 33 vears of aga, was 
the youngest son of the late Mr. Joseph Hard- 
ing, of the well known firm of Messrs. Harding, 
Richards and Thomas, wine merobants rod 
proprietors and founders of the St, Anne’s Well 
Brewery Company, Exater. His father’s resi- 
dance was at Nortbbrook. a suburb of the 
Cathedral City. Mr. Harding came to Hong: 
kong some four or five years to Messrs. Ewens 
and HHarston, of which firm he became a 
partner. He severed his connection with the 
firm last year and set up in practice for himself. 


The funeral took place at Happy Valley on 
Tuesday evening.

As regards allowing burials to @ place in 
places otber than at Lai-cheo-ob, the Council 
was always prepared to consider special cases, 
providing application be made in sufficient 
time, but it must be remembered that in infec- 
tious oases early interment was desirable.
